The State University of New Jersey 


Rutgers, The State University, which began as a struggling colonial college be- 
fore the Revolution, celebrated its Bicentennial Anniversary in 1966. Founded in 
1766 by Dutch pioncers, Rutgers originally was called Queens Celiege under a 
charter from King George II of England. The young college’s existence was 
threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, just as unprece- 


dented expansion was experienced after the Jast World War. 


Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Rutgers, a New York phil anthropist. Forty years later it was 
designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was ¢n- 
larged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added. 


New Jersey College for Women (renamed Douglass in 1955) was founded in 
1918 and in 1945, all divisions of Rutgers were brought within the designation of 
the State University of New Jersey. The College of South Jersey, now known as 
Camden-Rutgers, joined the family in 1950 and Rutgers came under management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors as Rutgers, The State University, in 1955- 


Under Dr. Mason W. Gross, Rutgers grew from approximately 3,500 students 
to 9,000 full-time undergraduates, including those at the newest branch, Livingston 
College. Dr. Gross was succeeded on Sept. 1, 1971 by Dr. Edward J. Bloustein, who 
has set his sights on Rutgers assuming a position of national leadership among 
urban universities. Effective September, 1972, Rutgers hecame co-educational.

John F. Bateman, Head Coach 


N OVERALL mark of 66-47 and four outstanding 

teams—g-o in 1961, 8-2 in 1960, &-2 in 1968 and 
6-3 in 1969 are among the highlights of the 12 years 
ohn Bateman has spent as head coach of Rutgers 
football. 

Bateman brought instant success here from three 
years as an assistant at Penn and 11 years as an aide 
to Lou Little at Columbia. His first two teams won 
17 of 18 games. 

The Scarlet then ran into some lean years, just 
about breaking even. In 1968 things began clicking 
again and Rutgers earned fifth place in the East with 
its $-2 record and won its last five games. “That was 
my most satisfying season as a coach,” Bateman. said. 

A native New Jerseyan, Bateman attended Central 
High and St. Benedict's Prep in Newark before entering Columbia in 1934. He 
played guard under Little at Morningside Heights, captaining the 1937 Lion eleven, 
After three years in the Navy and three years of coaching at Middletown, N. Y., 
High School, he joined Little’s staff at his alma mater in 1940. 

Bateman’s offensive formations at Rutgers have changed with the times. From 
the double wing T, he shifted to the balanced line T, later came up with the oo 
and then twin running backs. The current Rutgers attack includes a smattering 
of the triple option. “You can’t stand pat — you've got to find new ways to beat 
the defense,” Bateman says. 

Named in 1961 as “Coach of the Year” by the Washington, D. C., Touchdown 
Club, Bateman holds a smaster’s degree in political science and a doctorate in edu- 
cation from Columbia. To many, he is known, as “Doctor John.” 

Bateman and his wife, Anita, have three sons and are grandparents, 


Frank Burns, Associate Head Coach 


As associate head coach, a position he assumed in 
1968, Frank Burns is John Bateman’s right arm, He is 
charged with coordination of the offense and serves 
generally as executive officer of the coaching staff, 
Burns has been at Rutgers since 1949 with the excep- 
tion of six years. He was head coach at Johns Hopkins 
(1954-55) and coached Chatham High School four 
years (1957-60). He has been with Bateman contin- 
uously since 1961. He is a native of Roselle Park and 
played four varsity years for Rutgers, earning all-east 
quarterback honors. He still holds a number of Rut- 
gers records. He played in the East-West game and 
was most valuable player in the Herald Tribune 
Shrine game. 


Robert Naso, Defensive Coach 


Bob Naso became defensive coordinator in 1968, 
his third step up on John Bateman’s staff. Originally 
the freshman coach for three years, Naso became de- 
fensive line coach in 1964. Naso also serves as the 
head lacrosse coach and has compiled an 11-year mark 
of 78-51-1. His 1972 team made the NCAA playoffs. 
He excelled in football and lacrosse as an undergrad- 
uate at Rutgers, garnering All-America honors in the 
latter sport. Summertime he directs a co-ed sports 
camp, Golden Valley.

William J. Speranza, 
Defensive Backs 


Success has followed Bill Speran- 
za’s football career, As a senior quar- 
terback, he helped guide Rutgers to 
an undefeated record (9-0 in 1961). His 
last of four seasons as Rutgers fresh- 
man coach (1967) the record was 5-0. 
And in 1968, when he took charge of 
the defensive backs, Rutgers went 8-2 
and his pass defenders held the op- 
position to only five touchdowns via the 
air—three in the last game. Speranza, 
who coached for two years in his native 
Bethichem, Pa., was an outstanding 
baseball catcher for Rutgers in addi- 
tion to playing football. 


James Taigia, 
Offensive Line 


Jim Taigia joined the Rutgers staff 
in 1968 and took charge of the offensive 
line, A teammate of Frank Burns dur- 
ing their Rutgers playing days, Taigia 
coached at Piscataway, Hillside and 
Rahway High Schools before returning 
to his alma mater. He was a guard as 
a college player, While a high school 
coach, he was an active basketball of- 
ficial. 


Sampson Brown, 
Defensive Line 


Sam Brown became defensive line 
coach at the start of the 1970 season, 
following three years of coaching the 
freshmen. In 1967-68 he was assistant 
freshman coach ~ before moving up 
to chief freshman mentor. A Rahway 
‘native and Plainfield resident, Sam came 
to Rutgers in 1964 as a 24-year-old 
sophomore and after seven years away 
from competition, made the varsity as 
a defensive lineman. Sam has been 
active in community work and in 1968 
served as director of the NCAA-spon- 
sored Rutgers Summer Youth. Program.

The Forecast 


Rutgers should be considerably stronger this fall than it was in 1971. Temper- 
ing the optimism of Coach John Bateman, however, is a schedule featuring teams 
which for the most part also will be as good or better than last year. 


Bateman will have more lettermen (26 to 19), better size, more depth and a 
respectable corps of sophomores with which to mold his 13th team at Rutgers. 
A number of key athletes have departed, but only four of them were starters 
in the Scarlet’s final two games last fall. 


With a basically young team (only g regulars were on hand), Rutgers had 
only ond success in its first eight games last year, a win over Princeton, but won 
the final three games and will carry that winning streak into the opener against 
Holy Cross. 


Quarterback Leo Gasienica, who emerged as number one after an extended 
battle with Gary Smolyn (now the safety) will direct an attack which could have: 
standout running from Ed Jones, who excelled at defensive halfback, and Jim 
“JJ” Jennings, who gained 279 yards in the final two games — his only starts; 
good receiving from Bob Carney and Bruce Miler; and effective blocking from 
a veteran line headed by tight end Larry Christoff and guard Dave Rinehimer, 


Defensively, much will hinge on the rebuilding of the secondary, which at 
the end of spring practice had a green look. Although jobs still were undecided, 
three sophomores were running at least even for starting assignments. The 
veterans dominate up front, with tackle Steve Allen and linebacker Andy Malekoft 
the likely standouts. 


Among the lettermen is John Pesce, who is hoping to achieve field goal 
Kicking consistency this fall. He has good range and has been reliable on extra 
points, 


It could be that the Scarlet will be better able to withstand injuries, with 
somewhat improved depth, but this is not true throughout the squad. 


“Ym an eternal optimist, but I don’t want to expect too much too soon,” 
Bateman said. “Much will depend on attitude, which is so crucial to athletics 
today. Last year’s group maintained an excellent spirit, even when things were 
going poorly. If we can duplicate that and get off on the right foot, this could 
become a fine team. 


“But,” Bateman continued, “there isn’t a weak team on our schedule and 
we're going to need a complete effort for every victory we get.” 


It could come down to how much better football players today are the 15 to 
20 sophomores who took their lumps a year ago.

Four Rutgers players have been 
selected as All-Americans by recognized 
national agencies. They are Paul Robe- 
son, Homer Hazel, Bill Austin and Alex 
Kroll. 

Robeson, an end, was selected in 
1917 and 1918 to become the first Rut- 
gers player so honored. 

Hazel, who died in 1968, was se- 
lected in 1923 and 1924, the first time 
as an end, the next year at fullback. 

Ie wasn’t until 1958 that another 
Rutgers player was selected. Austin, who 
played tailback in the single wing, was 
selected 14 years ago at a halfback posi- 
tion, 

And in 1961, when Rutgers com- 
pleted a 9-0 season, Kroll was named 
to the center spot, earning first-team 
ranking on seven of the nine nationally- 
named teams. 


Where It All Began 


As most football fans are aware, 
the first intercollegiate football game 
was played Nov. 6, 1869, in New Bruns- 
wick, between Rutgers and Princeton. 
Rutgers won that game, six goals to 
four. 

In 1969, Rutgers and Princeton 
Were joined by all the nation’s colleges 
in celebrating the football Centennial. 
Under the direction of Athletic Director 
Al Twitchell and in conjunction with 
the N.C.A.A., a season-long, nation-wide 
celebration was held. 

The anniversary was recognized by 
the issuance of a G6¢ commemorative 
stamp, some 350 colleges used ‘100” 
helmet and uniform insignia, a centen- 
nial medallion was coined and Barbara 
Specht of Texas Tech reigned as the 
Centennial Queen.
